Huge trends that in turn create other trends are having a tremendous impact on all 
industries. Global consultancy PwC has identified five mega-trends that it says will shape 
the future, and we see direct implications for the design professions: 


1. Global economic shifts. This includes the balance of world trade, control of capi- 
tal resources, and shifting economic health affecting the export of services by U.S. 
firms. Service exports by the top 30 firms who work outside the United States now 
total over $2.5 Billion dollars, which is expected to grow by 11 percent in 2015. 


2. Urbanization. New demands of design firms with expanding attention to city plan- 
ning and urban design. Public health is a fast growing field for designers. Firms are 
studying consumption habits and its environmental impacts. 


3. Technology. Designintelligence has been chronicling the advances being made 
over the last twenty years. Communication and marketing, productivity, robots, big 
data, 4-D design, and new owner expectations. Mobile communications is altering 
who and how design services are being delivered to owners. 
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4. Resource scarcity/climate change. We are now on the brink of significant cli- 
mate change bringing forward resilient design and an expanded definition of sustain- 
ability. Firms are responding with broad and deep sustainability services. 


5. Demographic shifts. We are dealing with workforce diversity, talent acquisition 
and retention, leadership and ownership transitions, and new generational methods. 


This Almanac examines in vivid detail the many dimensions of design data and brings 
forward the leading firms who are responsible for the stewardship of our planet. We list 
the top 333 by gross revenue and the top 1,000 by regional and global brand strength as 
determined by the editors of Designintelligence.

This section of the Almanac features an alphabetical listing of leading North American 
design and engineering firms selected by the editors. Each year, Designintelligence 
polls architects and designers in North America regarding their firms’ officers, firm 
size, primary services offered, market segments and geographical locations served, 
and the nature of their practices. The firms are invited to participate in additional re- 
search underwritten by the Design Futures Council, which includes surveys about 
trends and market shifts, compensation and fees, technology, mergers and acquisi- 
tions, and management strategies. 

The key to interpreting the tables is featured below. Firm size, headquarters (HQ), 
firm type, and markets are determined by Designintelligence surveys or from record files. 
Although the concept of headquarters might be less normative than in the past, this 
convention is still often used for diagnostic purposes in many market-data studies. If 
your firm has no headquarters and we have listed one, please make sure to complete 
a survey next year at di.net. The list of services includes market segments and specific 
professional specializations. The О! Index was determined by survey responses, with 
further research conducted by Designintelligence and Greenway Group analysts. The 
criteria include geographic service coverage and reputation (awards as listed in the 
Almanac of Architecture & Design and recognition in professional and business publica- 
tions). Of the five tiers, only firms in the top three (as represented by 3-5 stars) are in- 
cluded due to space considerations. Abbreviations were used in some firm names due 
to space constraints: architecture = Arch.; architects = Archts.; associates = Assoc.; 
construction = Const.; engineers = Engrs.

The Designintelligence 333 ranks the top 333 architecture and design firms in North 
America. To compile the most accurate and up-to-date information, firms throughout the 
United States and Canada were surveyed during the spring and summer of 2013. Under 
the direction of the editors, extensive research was conducted by the Almanac staff and 
the research staff of Designintelligence to compile a comprehensive geographically and 
demographically diverse group of firms that would qualify for inclusion. Professional as- 
sociations, media lists, client organizations, and conference registrations of the Design 
Futures Council were also studied to determine the most active leading firms. The Green- 
way Group also researched additional media sources, such as leading professional and 
business publications read by clients in each of the areas of specialty. 

The firms were mailed a letter inviting them to participate in the survey, along with 
a copy of the survey. The survey asked for information regarding their areas of specialty, 
employment counts, number of offices, fields of professional practice, 2013 gross pro- 
fessional fee revenues, leading officers of the firms, and other relevant information. The 
data collected was also used for the Almanac’s Directory of North America’s Top 1,000 
Architecture & Design Firms. 

Telephone calls and emails followed mailed surveys if additional information was 
needed. Each firm included in this Almanac was contacted a minimum of three times by 
mail, email, or telephone. When firms did not respond, estimates were made based on 
previous surveys completed by the firms for Designintelligence, listings in business me- 
dia, Greenway's private research databases, reliable information on the Internet regarding 
employee counts, and other credible sources. At least three independent sources were 
used to estimate gross revenues when the firms did not supply these figures. Blank fields 
in the ranking section or missing profile information were due to the firm not returning its 
survey. The number of reported firm locations and actual locations may differ. Totals may 
not equal 100 percent due to rounding.
